bimech or herself as nature intended. 

In walking the heel and toe always sfrike 
the ground and at times both feet are on 
the ground. The graceful walker springs 
from the toe at the end of each step or the 
beginning of the new step. 

The arms should be a little bent at the 
elbows, chest out and head erect. All 
breathing should be through the nose, never 
through the mouth. If a man cannot 
breathe through the nose something is 
wrong with lungs or heart. In walking 
no tight clothing should constrict the chest. 
The skin ought to be covered with light 
covering. 

The healthful amount of walking depends 
on individual conditions. The large man 
can and ought to walk half a mile before 
breakfast at first, and gradually increase 
this distance to one mile at the end of a 
month. Superflouous fat will be reduced and 
he will feel better. The thin, nervaus man, 
org the contrary, ought not to walk before 
eating, as he has no tissue to lose. 

In all cases if a person does not walk 
properly he gains small benefit from the 
exercise. The foot is often hampered by 
narrow shoes, and the spreading action of 
the toes presented. The heel first touches 
and leaves the ground. The body is alter-

nately supported by first the right, and then 
the left leg. 

The legs are like pendulums, and when 
one leg is put forward and the body as- 
sumes an almost vertical positian, the oth- 
er leg is bent, raised and the body bends 
forward again. Thus is seen the swinging 
movement in walking, the bending at the 
beginning of each step. and the forward in- 
clination and straightening at the end of 
each step. 

In the arms similar movements are no- | 
ticeable. The right leg and left arm ad-| 
vance simultaneously, as do the left leg | 
and right arm. The leg always swings in’ 
the opposite direction to the arm on its 
own side. When the curves formed by the 
right and left legs or the right and left: 
arms are joined, they form waved trackea 
symmetrically arranged on either side ofa 
given line. 

The number of steps a person can take In 
a given time depends on the length of the 
delivery one has a measure for his st@ps, 
which in walking naturally he cannot ex- 
ceed. A tall man will thus take fewer steps | 
in a given time than a short man. In the 
natural walk all complementary body mo- 
tions assist.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—When Con- 
gress adjourned 13 months ago W. R. Mer- 
Tiam was made Director of the 12th cen- 
aus. The first application for a position 
was received that evening. After thie 
there was a sprinkling of applications, then 
@ flood, and now the deluge. 

Director Merriam has received 2,000 ap- 
plications. The average number received 
by each Genator and Representative has 
been 3800. or 132,000 for the 40 Congress- 
men. Nearly all of these have been passed 
on by Mr. Merriam. Of the total of 162,- 
000 applications, 136,000 have been from 
women. 

There have been 60 appointments made 
from the eligible list, which leaves about 
290 more to be chosen before June 1. Be- 
ginning April 23, examinations of applicants 
will be resumed, and about 7 more added 
to the eligible list. The 7% will be allotted 
to those parts of the country which have 
not received their fair proportion. Places 
are being distributed politically on the ba- 
sis of two-thirds Republicans to one-third 
Democrats. Two weeks ago Director Mer- 
riam wrote to each member of Congreé6 
reminding him that it was nearly time to 
complete the clerical force, and saying that 
no more men were needed; only women 
were wanted. Since that time Mr. Mer- 
Tiam and gt member of Congress has 
been deluged with applications. On June 10 
the enumeration of population must begin. 
On Dec. 1 the grand total of tnhabitants in 
the United States will be laid before Con- 

ress, that the proper apportionment of 

presentatives in the House may be 
made. 

Experience has shown that the work of 
tabulation can only be successfully done by 
women.

THE LIGHTING 
OF THE FAIR. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright. 1900.) 

PARIS, April 14.—The Paris Exposition 
Will be brilliantly illuminated at night. 
There will be 3115 incandescent lamps at 
the great gate entrance, in addition to 
12 large are lights. On the cupola and min- 
@rets there will be ¢ight searchlights and 
16 simple reflector lights upon the pylons. 

The Alexander III. Bridge wif) be lighte: 
by 8&8 incandescent lamps of 117 candle- 
power. The electricity building will be 
Bghted by 8000 incandescent lamps, eight 
Searchiighte and four plain are projectors. 
On the water palace there will be 1098 in- 
candescent lamps. The total electrical 
lights will number more than 12,600. 

Preparations for the reception of visitors 
to the cxposition tnclude elaborate arrange- 
ments for dealing with the strong contin- 
gent of rogues of every nationality, who are 
certain to try to spend the summer in 
Paris. As a matter of fact, these gentry 
have already begun to arrive. Only a day 
or two ago a noted London pickpocket Was 
arrested in the exposition grounds, He 
Was reconnoltering the scene of operations, 
noting the spots where crowds are likely 


to congregate, studying the quickest means 
of exit from the different buildings. Cu- 
riously enough, he was recognized by a 
detective, who for exactly contrary motives 
Was engaged in exactly the same task. 

At the Prefecture of Police a _ special 
course of instruction Is being gone through 
by the detectives who have been set to 
study the very extensive collection of pho- 
tographs of scamps of every country pre- 
served at the Quai des Orfevres. The value 
of these photographs as a means of rec- 
egnizing the individuals whom they por- 
tray has been greatly enhanced by a very 
ingenious mémonic system devised by M. 
Bertillon, which depends largely on the 
observation on certain clearly defined lines, 
of the size and shape of the ear of one or 
two other of the principal features, Be- 
fore this system was introduced the rec- 
ognition of persons from a photcgraph was 
@ very hazardous operation, yielding only 
@ emall number of successful attempts, 
whereas at present, after etudying a man’s 
photograph, the detectives will pick him 
out of a crowd nine times out of ten. 

Thre special police force required for the 
exposition has at last been arranged for, 
after no Yitle friction between the authori- 
ties interested. The Paris Municipal Coun- 
cil looks askance at the police because 
it does not control them. In consequence 
the Council stipulated before it wouid grant 
any money that the augmentation of the 
police force should not be permanent. To 
precure suiltabie men for only a short pe- 
riod was not easy, but M. Lepine, the Pre- 
fect of Police, solved the problem. He will 
have 10 munage with fewer men than he 
asked for, as the money granted him is 
oniy $300,000, instead of the Sow. uw he consid- 
ered requisite. As it is he will dispose of an 
additional force of 60 men in uniform 
and 60 extra plain clothes detectives. He 
will aiso be allowed to draw on the Re- 
publican Guards to the extent of 300 mount- 
ed men and 6&0 soldiere. Order will thus 
be maintained in the exposition grounds 
by a special force of neariy 1500 men, who 
can be supplemented if necessary by the 
reserve brigades, 

ihe chief fear of the autharities is that 
Ugly crushes may result from the immense 
crowds. This question is being minutely 
studied and the most careful arrangements 
are being made for regulating the traffic 
and for establishing police barriers at all 
dangerous points. 

There will be five police stations within 
the Exposition grounds. The ambulance 
arrangemenis will also be elaborate. 

One of the features of the Exposition dur- 
ing the summer will be a vast naval review. 
oomprising ships of all nations. England. 
it is said, will accept the invitation and will

form a pleasing object lesson, in view of 
the threats that France will not be un- 
willing to go to war with England when the 
Hxposition is over. 

A special brigade of swimming, or. as 
they are termed, “plunging policemen,”’ has 
been organized for the Kxposition. These 
men are to be stationed along the banks of 
the Seine, from the ua! d'Orsay to the

boats and hooks for every emergency, and 
When necessary are to swim to the assist- 
ance of persons visiting the Exposition who 
may fall into the river while wandering 
along its banks. 

M. Picard, the French Commissioner Gen- 
eral, bas formally opened and installed for 
the benefit especially for exhibitors of all 
nationalities postoffices, telegraph and tele- 
phone offices. Letters willl be dispatched 
@t various intervals, while numerous daily 
distributions will be made by regular post- 
men in all the galleries and annexes of the 
Exposition. The staff attached to the Expo- 
sitian postoffice exceeds 100 persons, Other 
postoffices will shortly be opened. 

The price for entrance to the Exposition 
has just been fixed. From 8 to 10 a. m. two 
tickets will be charged, from 10 to 6, one 
ticket. and from 6 p. m. to the clasing hour. 
two tickets. The authorities reserve the 
right to-raise the prices of the tickets on 
Certain fete days, and also to charge addi- 
tional tickets for certain parts of the EXxpo- 
sition. The nominal face value of these 
tickets is a franc, but it will be remembered 
that they formed part of the bonds by 
which the Exposition loan was raised and 
they can at present be purchased at about 
10 cents.
